The firsttelephone in Tremont was in the 1880s. Mr. H. A. Hayward was the owner of a grain office on
Sampson Street. His telephone line ran to the northeast corner of the town square to his residence.
Telephones at thattime were homemade. There were no telephone offices. Lines ran from people’s
homes to their businesses. To signal each other, people would tap on the line with a nail!
